For the first time in Arkansas that I know of a 


county has voted to abolish the office of County 
School Supervisor. Seven of the state's 75 counties 
have eliminated the Supervisor, but they did it by 
negotiation. In our county of Hempstead, however, 
it was a campaign issue in yesterday's school election.

Herbert M. Stephens of Blevins, pledged to 


•"abolish the County School Supervisor office, defeated 


Dr. Forney G. Holt of Hope for the county-at-large 
post on the County Board of Education, by a vote of 
1,187 to 875. 


With Mr. Stephens' election we still have but two 


on the five-man County Board who are pledged to 
fire the Supervisor, the other pledge being Ralph 
Lehman, elected from Hope School District 1-A in 
1959. 


But the people have spoken on the direct issue, 


(H in a county-wide race that polled 2,062, phenomenal 


for a school election. Therefore we feel at least one 
of the three uncommitted Board members will heed 
the election signal and come over to our side, giving 
the abolition movement control of the Board — and 
terminating the services of Supervisor Elmer Brown. 
In effect it will give him a-year-and-a-half notice, 
for he holds a contract until June 30, 
1963. 


Hope Star has run this two months' campaign 


against the County School Supervisor office under 
the terms of Act 159 of 1957, titled "Abolition of 


<• Office of County Supervisor." This Act was supposed 


to expedite the business of firing Supervisors, but 
up to the Hempstead campaign only seven of the 75 
counties had been able to do so.

There is one vicious fault with Act 159 of 
1957. 


Although the legislature said it was only trying ro 
help us it very definitely threw a road-block in the 
way of reform when it authorized Ihe zoning of a 
county for representation on the County Boprd of 
Education, which is the body that hires or fires the 
Supervisor. 


Thus each of the school districts of Spring Hill,' 


Q Washington and Blevins has one member orjL the;, 


County Board who is nominated from and voted on 
exclusively in his particular district, comprising a 
majority of the five-man Board. But the electors 
of Hope, comprising 42% of Hempstead' population, 
may vote on only two of the five positions — the rep- 
resentative from Hope School District 1-A, elected in 
1959; 
and the county-at-large representative, who 


was elected yesterday. 


This is as neatly a stacked deck of cards ever 


encountered outside of Las Vegas — and it took 
^ all the resources of your newspaper and an informed 


and aroused electorate to win the battle yesterday. 


As we said earlier, this is the opening gun of a 


state-wide campaign, to which we are contributing 
all that, we have learned in the Hempstead county 
battle. And the No. 1 lesson, I am sure, is this: 


While the battle over the County School Super- 


visor office wears a school name it is actually a po- 
litical fight — and a major one. I'll say this for 
Supervisor Elmer Brown and all his counterparts over 


r the state: They are experienced and smart politicians 
y •— and when you try to move them out you'll find 


they know all the tricks of political strategy and 
unsenling propaganda. Like ths business of: (1) 
Switching their candidate from Saratoga to Hope to 
pick up votes in the most populous area; and (2) 
Stirring up the rural districts with reported threats 
to move all the schools to Hope. 


But the main fault at law is the zoning provision

U.S., Israel

—The United States and Israel 
headed today for an open clash 
with the Arab world over how to 
help the 1,500,000 Palestine Arab 
refugees. 


The General Assembly's special 


political committee was to take up 
the annual report of the U.N. Re- 
lief and Works Agency for Pales- 
tine Arab refugees. In it director 
John .II. Davis of the United 
States endorsed -a 13-year-old as- 
sembly decision that the estimat- 
ed 1,150,000 refugees of the 1948 
Arab-Israeli war should be given 
the choice between going home to 
Israel or taking compensation for 
the property they left th.eie,. 


Saudi Arabian delegate Ahmad 


Shukairy planned to insist that the 
refugees 
should be given this 


choice. Israeli Foreign Minister 
Golda Meir was expected to set 
forth Israel's stand that it is will- 
ing to help compensate the refu- 
gees but not to take them in for 
fear they would endanger its secu- 
rity. 


Jordan, Lebanon, Syria and the 


United Arab Republic, hosts to the 
refugees, were working on a reso- 
lution to increase: the membership, 
of the 
conciliation commission 


from three to nine and give 
equal representation to Comunistl 
Western and neutral countries. 


The United States, 'Which now 


sits on the commission along with 
France and Turkey, is against 
such a troika setup. 


Some African and Latin-Amer- 


ican countries are working on a 
third resolution to call on Israel 
and the Arab countries to nego- 
tiate on all outstanding issues.
